A _ community meeting called 
October 12 to discuss the crime 
problem in Oakland's Chinatown 
demonstrates both a new willing- 
ness by the Oakland Chinese com- 
munity to deal with outsiders and 
a traditional reluctance to'involve 
others in their affairs. 

The meeting was held at Oak- 
jand's Skyline High School be- 
tween 200 representatives of Oak- 
lands Chinese _ community and 
Imembers of the Oakland police 
force. It was precipitated by a 
wave of successful and unsuccess- 
ful attempts at extortion,'assault， 
and rejlated crimes. The fact that 
it took place at all indicates that 
the Chinese commumnity is becom- 
ing less reticent about its internal 
affairs. 

A Pprincipal barrier to police 
moving against Chinese gangs re: 
sponsible for such crimnes has been 
fear on the part of victims and 
potential victims within the Chi- 
nese community itself. The barrier 
began to fall with the meeting 


when the Chinese representatives 
agreed to a joint effort with pojice 
to combat the crime problem . 

Capt. John Lothrup of the Oak- 
land police youth services division 
said members of the Chinese com- 
munity are beginning to talk to 
police now and the department 
has been able to compile a mem- 
bership list of the Suey Sing organ- 
ization，a prominent Oakland 
youth gang responsible for much 
of the crime problem . 

An indication of this new open- 
Dess was revealed when a Chinese 
family residing in the Oakland 
bills sought police aid in aborting 
an October 6 extortion attempt， 
in which five members of the Suey 
Sing gang came to the family?s 
home and demanded $$100 and the 
cost of six tables at a restaurant in 
Oakland's Chinatown at the price 
of $50 a table ( 卫 /W Oct. 18). 

As a result of the family's help， 
police were able to arrest all five 
Imembers a block away from the 
family's home where they had 
threatened the life of a youth in 


the family the day after an assault 
on him at Skyjline High School for 
which the gang members were aF- 
jegedly responsibjle. 

Held in lieu of450,000 bond on 
charges of attempted extortion 
are Joe Dong Chin，20，of 710 
Oak St., Oakland, and Galen Way 
Yuen, 20, of 126 Frisbe St.，Oak- 
ljand, the latter reputed to be vice 
President of the Suey Sing organi- 
Zation- 

Two 16-year-olds and a 15-year- 
ojld are ajlso in custody at county 
juvenile halH on charges of at- 
tempted extortion and assauUlt 
with a deadly weapon in connec- 
tion with the incident.

Police continue Chinatown sweeps; 
youfths claim yellow peril revival 


Police rounded up 22 Chinese 
youths last Wednesday night 
whom they believe were on the 
verge of a gang war in Chinatown， 

After an anonymous tip was Te- 
ceived by police，six ofcers de- 
scended on the 600 block of Jack- 
son Street shortly before 8 p.m. 
and took the 22 youths, most of 
whom were juveniles，into cus- 
tody- 

Al 22 were members of the Joe 
Fong gang who allegedly were Pre- 
paring to _ fight the Wah Ching， 
whose members disbanded either 
before or when Police arrived，ac- 
cording to Officer Fred Lau of the 
Community Relations Unit of the 
San Francisco Police Department. 

The youths were detained pend- 
ing an investigation, and interroga- 
tion cards were Printed up on 
them，but charges were not for- 
mally _ filed against any of them 
and all were released after ques- 
toning. 


San Francisco police say their 
crackdown last week on the youth 
in Chinatown suspected of gang 
connections，was taken to avert 
gang Violence. 


9weeps were taken for three 
nights in a row in the upper China- 
town -area on Wednesday，Thurs- 
day and Friday nights，and one 
Chinese youth was roughed up Fri- 
day night. 

Some Chinese youths，mean- 
while, charged that the police have 
escalated a continuing policy -of 
harassment in what one of them 
called …a revival of theyellow peril 
feeling.” 

“The sweeps will continue as 
long as they are needed，apolice 
SOUrce Said. 

The purpose of the admittedly 
“get tough”police tactics, accord- 
ing to sources, is“to step between 
[warring factions] to _ avoid gang 
warfare in Chinatown.” 

According to an article by Baron 
Muller in last Sunday's San Fran- 
cisco 卫 xaminer-Chronicle, the im- 
pending open gang warfare is the 
result of an attempt by a gang 
called Ching Choy Yee to“move 
back into Chinatown.” 

This group，composed of about 
45 youths, ls said to be led byJoe 
Fong，18,now in jail on charges of 
shooting two other young men on 


October 3. 

Made up Primarily of young 
imnmigrants from Hong 玫 ong, the 
Fong 和 尔 oup spiit from another 
goup called the Wah Ching in the 
sprimng of 1971, says Muller. 

According to reliable sources， 
the Fong gang had been in some 
disarray following Fong's arrest. 
Information recently received by 
Pofice indicated the gang was“on 
the move - - - in an attempt to re- 
assert its power, according to 
Muller. 

Barry Chann，23，a student 
teacher from Piedmont, was among 
those arrested， then released with- 
out charge Eriday night. He said 
he was arrested as he took Ppic- 
tures of the sweep down Jackson 
Street between 玉 earny Street and 
Grant Avenue by officers from 
Central Station and the Crime Pre- 
vention Unit. 

“They roughed me up in front 
of a lot of people,” he said, add- 
ing“I don't know anything about 
that [the police reports of gang 
frictions] but I do know that 
there 1 a Systematic Policy of 
harassing and intimidation.”

Lee Shih-feng，president of the 
China Broadcasting Corporation 
of Taipei，was refused entry into 
Iran to attend an international 
meeting in Teheran. 

According to the Chinese Infor- 
mation Service in New York，Lee 
was“detained at the Teheran air- 
port for more than 20 hours, de- 
nied the use of public telephones， 
Verbally abused and physically as- 
saulted，threatened at gunpoint 
with deportation，and finally 
forced to leave.” 

Lee was to attend a council 
meeting and the ninth general as- 
sembly of the Asian Broadcasting 
Union from October 5 to 14. 

The Chinese Information Service 
accused Chinese communists of 
Pressuring the Iranian government 
into revoking the entry visa. The 
service said that the Communist 
Chinese maintained 3 “gilgantic 
embassy”in Teheran with a sta 任 
of more than 200 persons.

The thrust of this brief article is 
not to argue on the validqity of 
these fears. The point to under- 
stand is that these fears, founded 
or unfounded，are real fears. 
Therefore，they should be taken 
into account，faced realistically， 
and planned for accordingly- 

A busing plan that would bus no 
child more than once a week (un- 
less he desires more) and only 
then primarily for wellplanned 
integrative activities，would seem 
to be an alternative busing Plan 
that ought to be studied and dis- 
cussed on its own merits- 

For four days，then，a child 
could be im his own neighborhood 
school. Most of the school sched- 
ule during these four days would 
be spent on academic activities. 
On the one day he is to be bused， 
which we can call “integration 
day,” he would be engaged Pri- 
marily in social and recreational 
activities that are'truly integrated. 
Under this proposal，in fact，this 
childq does not have to be bused 
more than once every twoO weeks， 
since One Process would be that 
for one week he would be bused 
into another school, and for the 
next week Some other school 
woujld be bused into his. 

This plan can even include some 
academic activities on integration 
day. It does not have to be en- 
tirely and purely social or recrea- 
tional. 

This plan can overcome the ob- 
jections of those parents who feel 
their children would be short- 
changed educationally since their 
children would not be losing any 
academic time in ther own meigh-

Four days of 
concentrated study is probably no 
different than five days of dragged- 
out study-. 

Furthbhermore，the one day that 
the children are integrated，if ac- 
tivities are well Planned and exe- 
cuted，would probably contain 
more real integration than 让 they 
were jinvoluntarily bused for five 
days a week only to resegregate at 
the end of the bus ride. One good 
day a week of integration is better 
than five Poor ones of resegrega- 
tion . 

As to the fears over Violence or 
other corrupting influences,， these 
too can be more easily handled 
under this Plan. Many Pparents 
probably would not mind volun- 
teering time once'a week, on inte- 
gration day，to Supervise activities 
and otherwise minimlze short teim- 
pers. In all probability，childqren 
Seeing bused parents and receiving 
School parents working together 
would have good models of inte- 
gration. 

Purely from an economic view- 
Point，one day of busing would 
cost jless than five; and，as sug- 
gested earlier,，the returns may be 
more 让 this one day of busing is 
done correctly. Who knows? There 
could be a point of diminishing 
return 于 many feel that they are 
being over-bused. 

The Proposal that I have out- 
lined contains only the broadest 
of processes. It was drawn up tak- 
ing into account the peculiar tenor 
of our time. Hopefully，it con- 
tains enough potential for imple- 
mentation So that men of good 
will，pro-busing and anti-busing， 
can again come together for the 
bemnefit of America's children.
